Rogers Testifies For 
Economy Bill In House 


| Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
s week before the 
ttee on Executive and 


Legislative Reorganization of 
|the Government Operations 
|Committee of the House of 


representatives, on his bill, H.R. 
2494, which would place the 
federal budget on an annual ac- 
crued expenditure basis, and 
urged the committee to adopt 
its provisions which would place 
the entire federal budget on a 
more business-like basis and en- 
able great savings in its oper- 
ations. 

Mr. Rogers introduced this 
bill as soon as Congress con- 
vened, and immediately pressed 
for a hearing before the com- 
mittee. He stated that he was 
gratified in securing committee 
[consideration of the measure 
[this early in the session. 

Congressman Rogers is co-au- 
thor of the Kennedy-Rogers Act 
(P.L. 863) enacted into law in 
the 84th Congress which chang- 
ed the bookkeeping and finan- 
cial management of the federal 
government by placing the gov- 
ernment agencies' budgets on a 
cost-accounting basis, and laid 
the foundation for Mr. Rogers’ 
present bill, which further im- 
plements the recommendations 
of the Hoover Commission in 
revising the governmental 
budgeting and accounting sys- 
tem. 

It is estimated that annual 
savings will amount to $4,000,- 
000,000 when fully implement- 
ed. 

Rogers bill has the support 
and endorsement of the highest 
financial officers in the govern- 
ment, including the Director of 
the Budget, the Comptroller 
General and the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

President Eisenhower has al- 
so recommended the provisions 
of the bill to the Congress in 
two messages this year. His 
statements were made in his 
address on the State of the 
Union and in his annual budget 
message.

hold a reserve of an additional 
300,000 tons for the U. S. 
market in case they were need- 
ed. 

The Sugar Act of the U. S. 
provides quotas for the domes- 
tic producers as well as for the 
foreign nations. 55% of the 
consumption (9,000,000 tons) is 
supplied by domestic producers 
which includes, Puerto Rico, 
Hawaii, the Phillipines and the 
Virgin Islands. 

The pürpose of the Sugar Act 
is to regulate commerce among 
the several states with the ter- 
ritories and possessions of the 
U. S. and the foreign countries 
to protect the welfare of the 
consumers of sugar and those 
engaged in the domestic sugar 
producing industry and to pro- 
mote the export trade of the 
v. S. 

As can be seen Congress, 
through the Sugar Act, has rec- 
ognized the importance of the 
sugar industry to maintain good 
inter-American relatiens. 

In my opinion this form of 
laws and treaties which we can 
call official is not the really im- 
portant one. To me the real im- 
portant and the ope that has 
done more is the interchange of 
technical knowledge and person- 
nel among the sugar producing 
countries. 

In Florida, we have a good 
example: At'Clewiston the U. S. 
Sugar Corp., which is the larg- 
est sugar mill in the United 
States, Mr. Martinez, a Cuban, 
is Vice-Pres. in charge of the 
mill and the plant is run with 
Cuban and Continental person- 
nel At Okeelanta Sugar Refin- 
ery, is the same thing. Cuban 
owners, continental manager 


and Cuban personnel At both 
places cane is harvested by Ja- 
maicans. 

If you go to Cuba you will 
see many American Engineers 
and chemists running Cuban 
sugar mills; the same thing in 
Puerto Rico, the Dominican Re- 
public and throughout all Latin- 
America. 

It may surprise you to know 
that when the Mosaic disease 
threatened the cane sugar in- 
dustry in Cuba and Puerto Rico, 
the industry was saved by the 
introduction of a variety from 
Java. Most of the cane now 
planted in Puerto Rico comes 
from seedlings from Java and 
Barbados. 

We are constantly receiving 
visits from people from all over 
the world. This year we had 
visitors from Brazil, Colombia, 
Venezuela, India and Israel's 
Minister of Agriculture. In 
Israel they have irrigated lands 
which they want to dedicate to 
sugarcane. They will probably 
get seedlings and personnel 
from the U. S. or Cuba to start
